2. REASON FOR REPORT 

This is the second report of a scries dealing with Hitler* It is 
based on Inforratlon which was obtained fron a doctor who was with him for 
eight years — until 21 Apr U5* 

The information Is being published In order to provide: 

a* medical data usefxil for the identification of Hitler or his 
remains; 

b. further material for the debunlclng of numerous Hitler Hjrths; 

c. the taiowledge needed to expose those frauds who In later years 
nay claim to be Hitler, or who may claim to have seen or talked 
to him. 

d. research material for the historian, the doctor and the scientist 
interested in Hitler. 

3 . REPORT : "HITLER AS SEEK 3Y HIS IXDCTORS" 

a. Hitler >s State of Health and Medical Characteristics 
( 1 ) GENERAL 

Dr MORELL became personal physician to Adolf Hitler In 193^* 

At this tine Hitler looked his age, and was suffering from gas tro- intest Inal 
disturbance. He weighed about kg and was about I 76 cm tall. TeE^jerature, 
pulse, and respiration were.r.orasli, ^fTwi^contlnued vithlh nortol ^lialts for •, 
flbout. eight years. Els blood classification grot:^) was "A", (Landstelner), 
see Annex VI. His psychic state was very complex* 


(2) medical HISTORY 


In 1936 • when MOREXL first examined Hitler, the Fuehrer was 
suffering acutely from gas tro- Intestinal disturbances and had difficulty 
with his diet. L^on l^alpation a swelling was noted in the pyloric region 
of the stomach, the left lobe of the liver was found to be enlarged, and 
pain was elicited in the region of the right kidney. An eczema on the left 
leg was noted ^Ich appwently was related to the upset digestion. 

Dr HOHSLL there'ig>on had a feced examination made by Prof Dr NISSLE 
Director of the Bacteriological Research Institute in FREIBURG, the result of 
which showed the presence of dysbacterlal flora in the Intestinal tract. NISSL 
had at this time prepared an entilslon of a strain of coll communis bacillus 
which had the property of colonizing the Intestinal tract, known commercially 
as "K^aflor", and MORSIiL Instituted treatment with it, prescribing 1-2 capsxile 
by mouth after every morning real. As a result of this treatment Hitler* s 
digestive system began to function more normally, the eczema disappeared within 
about six months, and ho began to gain weight. During the war, when the stp- 
ply of "Mutaflor" decreased, a similar coli preparation named "Trocken Coll 
Hamra" made by Prof LAVES of the University of GRAZ was also used.

, I Dr M033LL, on the other hand, believes that Hitler was afflicted with gaetro- 

hfr" duodenitis with obstruction of bile flow, and that the Icteric discoloration 

' nay be traced tc this. Ke svipports this view by the fact that pain was felt 
region of the gall bladder. The urnlne at tines was of a dark brown 
color and contained ple^^nt. H0E3LL treated Hitler with Gallestol to 

restore normal flow of oile.. 

Since Hitler *e aict was insufficient and unbalanced, MOEELL supplenented 
it with Vitanultin-Calciun (vitanin 3-1, ascorbic acid, calclun, nicotinic 
g' acid anide), often alr.inistering it intravenously together with ^ucose in 

order to counteract loss of ener^. A special preparation of Tltanultln- 
Calciun tablets "E" nade for Hitler only was also taken by mouth* 



Although the epigastric pain was greatly diminished by the ”Mutaflor" 
treatment, it continued to recur at tines with great severity, particularly 
after meals. As an additional neas\ire Dr MOEELL prescribed Injections of 
Progynon (a preparation with bensolc acid and dlhydro-follicle hormone) %rhlch 
increases circulation in the gastric mucosa and tends to prevent spasm .of the 
gastric walls, Progynon B 01, Forte (50,000 international bensoate units) 
was administered Intramuscularly* It afforded some relief, (For details of 
nodiactlon see section b, ), 


( 3 ) SCARS 


A scar, the result of a wound in World War I, was present on the left 
thigh at the nid(ile and lateral aspect, 

( 4 ) SKIE 


Facial and body skin was pale and of a fine texture. An ecsema on the 
left leg during 193^ disappeared entirely after the treatment with "Mutaflor* 
began, Petechiae were not observed. Skin was normally sensitive to heat and 
cold and to sharp and dull touch* 


^5 ) FACE 

Facial expression had an intense qur.lity that subdued and Cfi 5 >tlvated most 
individuals who net the Fuehrer. There was no noticeable asynretiy, Sstirate 
of the facial index indicates more or less long-faced type. Several horlsontal 
wrinkles on forehea(^. were permanent, as were two short vertical wrinkles In 
gla^:ella region. Tenderness over raxlllrry and ethmoid sinuses was present 
only when these were inflamed (seo also Annex II ).

(ir) H EART 

Blood pressure as taken cn rany occasions averaged l43 nn Byetollc» 
a^^out 100 diastolic. Under ejccltoirent the systolic pressure rose to 
17 C', IHO, or sonetlnes as high as 200 rj^ (see Annex VI). 

Percussion disclosed no derate enlargencnt of the left ventricle with 
dlsplacenent of the heart apex to the left of the nldclavicular line, thou^ 
still within the fifth intercostal space. Under auscultation accentuation of 
* second aortic sound was heard in second Intercostal space in the right para^ 
steriial line. Electrocardiograns made hy and interpreted by Prof Dr 

VEBSR of the Heart Institute at BAD NAUHEIM indicated rapidly progressive v 
coronary sclerosis. (See Annex VII). 

Heart rate averaged J2 with only very slight respiratory arrythnia. 
There was no evidence of extra syctole, or of atrioventricular or bundle 
branch block* Pacenaker was the sinus node. Exercise test of the heart was 
not nade. 


(11) ABDOMBaJ 

Contour of abdonen was normal. Examination in 193^ showed pain and 
tenderness in epigastric regipn, consistency and enlargement of liyer in right 
hypochondriac region, and tyr^aaltes in left hypochondriac and unbilioal 
regions. Palpation also elici^ted pain in region of right kidney* MOBEIL 
believes that pains, tenderaese, and crarps in epigastric regidn were caused 
by gaatro^doodenitis with disturbance in nomal flow of bile., wd that this 
oonditlon is alto responsible for the ioterie discoloration of skin and 
sclera noted daring 1944| but which later pleared Vrinalyels at thie 
tine ehowed preeence of bile pigments, and increased anounte of urobilinogen 
; and Tirobilln* KOBSIiL instituted careful diet and treatnent with Oallestol, 
-Mutaflor," and Bad Kissinger Pills, and effected* marked ir^rovement in the 
condition. 

No tenderness was ever apparent over McBurnoy*e point* Abdominal and 
cremaster reflexes were always normal. No inguinal or femoral hernia was 
present.

No tender or enlarged lymphatic glands were observed by MOHELL*

Kitlcr told MOHELL that he hp.d fractured his left scapula in the 
region of the inferior aspect of the fc:lc-noid cavity during the Putsch in 
1923 , and that range of a'oduction an^ rotation of the upper left arn was 
liritet^ for nany years. Conpletc recovery of function apparently was 
achieved later. 


A slight trenor of the left arn and leg and slight dragging of left 
leg was first ohsorvel in 19^-2 or 19^3 shortly after Hitler contrreted a 
grlppe-llke disease during an Inepc-.c-tion trip to VINinTSA in the Ukraine. 
iiOKELL believes the trenor to have haon of hysterical nature but does not 
exclude the possibility of its naving zcfaulbed from the above Illness. The 
trenor gradually increased rn ac/erily intil the attenpt at Hitler *s assas- 
sination on 20 Jul 4U inrO'*.latoiy after which it conplotcly disappeared. 

It then reappeared after a short interval In aggravated form and continued 
to grow worse until Apr U 5 .

Posture was somewha.t stooped during later years owing to sli^t 
kyphosis of dorsal spinet but position of head and shoulders showed no 
abnoraallty. Prorpt response to questions, ©to, showed normal state of 
consciousness.

Secondary sexual characteristics were generally normally developed. Hoad 
hair was smooth end black-brown, showing normal djevelopmont. Perspiration 
was normal both locally and generally. Head was more or less dolichocephalic. 
Palpation produced no evidence of exostosis. No bruit heard in head on aus- 
cultation and no tenderness or abnormal resonance on percussion.

In 1936 Hitler suffered pain in the region of the right kl'^jicy but 
none in the regions of the bladder, prostate, testicles, qpldidyros, urethra, 
or ureters. Urination showed no abnornal difficulty, In frequency, vdrlbbllng, 
retention, or blood content* There were no palpable masses In lower or tap- 
per abdonon or In costovertebral angle. 

Urinalyses were performed on several occasions to check the genito- 
urinary tract and to detemlne If other pathological nanlfe stations were 
present. (See Annex 7III)* 


( 19 ) SEX CHARACTERISTICS 

Sexual organs shoved no Indications of abnormal ty or pathology and 
secondary sex characteristics were normally developed. Hitler was very 
fond of the society of attractive women, particularly during the years of 
his rise to power. In later years his libido was axjparently sublimated 
with the Increase In duties and responsibility, MORELL believes that 
Hitler, although not strongly Inclined to sexual activity, did have sexual 
Intercourse with Eva BRAUN, though they wore accustomed to sleep In separate 
beds* 


( 20 ) X-RAY EXAMIMATIOHS 


Five X-rays of Hitler's head are attached as Annex !!• The three 
plates marked 19 Sep U4 were made at the Arcy Hospital at RASTENBURG, 

East Prussia, while Dr GIBSING was treating Hitler for Injuries suffered 
In the assassination attempt of 2^‘ Jul 4U, The two plates narked 2x Oct 44 
were found among MORELL' s records, but he can no longer remember when or ^diy 
they were made.

Hitler's Personal Physician conferred with a ntnber of 
specialists on his patient's condition* These are the secondary souroee 
listed above* It has been clearly Indicated when any other views than those 
of the primary source are cited.* For the most part, reports aubmitted to 
NOHSEL by these seoondazy sources are contained in appropriate annexes# 

Pr NQBELL has been the eubjeot of a large number of intelligence reports, 
all of which refer to him in a moot unoonplimentary maxmer* Some reports 
describe him as a shrewd, money-crazed quack doctor who believes in his own 
quadcezy) others describe hie hygienic habits as being those of a pig* This 
interrogator has very little to add. and can only agree %rith the waiters of 
earlier reports#
